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International Trade Necessary 
To Revival of Business Says 
Well-Known Manufacturer — 


“I don’t see any ground for expect- 
ing to realize a real revival of trade 
until such time as international trade 
is re-established, Failing in this, the 
manufacturers, speaking generally, will 
have to scrap a portion of their 
plants for the reason that we are 
over-industrialized so far as the home 
market is concerned.” 

The above statement was made to 
The Tribune reporter in an interview 
given by A. K. Cameron of Montreal, 
vice-president and general manager of 
Eastern Steel Products, with factories 
at Montreal, Toronto and Preston. 
Mr, Cameron, who visited his nephew, 
Dave Thomson, of the Clairmont dis- 


trict, and his neice, Mrs. Howard 
Bellamy, of the Sexsmith district, is 
also president of the St. Lawrence 


Corporation and chairman of the board 
of St. Lawrence Paper Mills and a 
director of several other companies. 

Asked about business conditions in 
the East, Mr. Cameron replied that 
there was not a marked improvement, 
but a general average improvement. 
Crops in Ontario, Quebec and the 
Maritimes were below average, he said. 
However, this fact was counteracted 
by the good prices prevailing, espe- 
cially for hogs and hay. 

Reporter: “As a business man, 
do you view the future?” 

Mr. Cameron, after referring to the 
necessity of re-establishing inter- 
national trade, replied: “We can't con- 
tinue as we are, keeping one-tenth of 
the population on doles, This means 
that, unless Canada can find an out-

asked, to which Mr, Cameron replied: 
“If we could get back our international 
trade to 75 per cent of what it was *¢ 


the peak in 1928, the unemployment 
problem would disappear.” 
Mr. Cameron does not share the 


view which some do that a large pro- 
portion who are out of work would 
not work if they had the opportunity. 
“In my opinion,” he observed, at least 
95 per cent on the unemployed list 
want work and would be glad to work 
and become self-respecting again.” 

The visitor struck an optimistic note 
when he said: ‘I am quite sure we 
have entered a new epoch and there is 
going to be a new orientation. We 
cannot go back. The great problem 
before the peoples of this continent for 
the next 25 years will be to find 
ways and means of getting what we 
are able to produce, in ever-increasing 
quantities, to the people at prices they 
are able to pay. 

“Iam just enough of an optimist to 
believe that we will eventually find a 
solution to these problems.” 

Mr. Cameron is no stranger to 
western Canada, as he has been mak- 


ing periodical business trips for the 
past forty years. With J. D. McArthur, 
an old friend, he visited Grande 


Prairie in 1921, his* first and only trip 
to the Peace River up to the present 
time. 

The visitor, who recently visited the 
drought area in southern Saskatche- 
wan, was tremendously impressed with 
what he saw here. 

Mr. Cameron left on Tuesday night's 
train for Vancouver, on a_ business 
trip.

ANOTHER WHEAT EXPORTER 


The press report that France has 
left the ranks of wheat importing 
countries to join those of exporters is 
of considerable importance to Canada, 
in that still another competitor is 
added to the list, Prior to 1929 France 
did not produce sufficient wheat to 
meet her domestic requirements, ex- 
cept in years when exceptionally large 
crops were harvested, Large crops 
were grown in that country in 1929, 
1932, and again in 1933, so that a 
surplus of wheat cas been built up 
In pre-war years France’ produced 
very large crops. The 18980) crop 
amounted to 330 million bushels, or 
equivalent to the production of 1982. 
In the five-year period from 1900 
1918, production averaged 317 million 


bushels per annum, From 1928 to 
1932 it was 200 million bushels or 
about 27 million bushels under the 
pre-war average, France has not 
reached her pre-war average acreage 
of wheat, which amounted to 16.5 
million acres. The 198% acreage was 
14,358,000, and it has not changed 
materially since 1920,

PACKAGE BEES IN OTTAWA DIST. 


Results obtained for over eight years 
fat the Bee Division, Dominion Experi- 
mental Farms, show very plainly that 


it is not at all profitable to purchase 
package bees for the purpose of 
strengthening weak colonies under 


conditions existing in the Ottawa dis- 
trict. As in previous years, results 
obtained in 1988 from tests of Italian 
and Caucasian bees demonstrate that 
the Itaallans are equally as hardy as 
the Caucasian under the climatic con- 
ditions of the Ottawa district and that 
they are superior as honey gatherers. 
A project to determine the most 
economical strength of sugar syrup tor 
winter feeding was begun at the Bee 
Division in the fall of 1983, Solutions 
containing one part water to 2%, 2, 
144, and one pawt sugar were given to 
separate groups of colonies, The light 
syrup was taken moat rapidly by the 
bees, but the greatest amount was 
used in storing it in the combs, while 
the least waste occurred in the 
heavier ayrup
